j The Supreme Court of the United 
| States on Monday handed down a 
; decision that will help in the enforce- 
'ment of law and order in Pennsyl- 
Ivania. There has been a conflict be- 
! tween State Courts and Federal au- 
Ithorities c.s to which should proceed 
! against those who are bootlegging 
•and selling liquor without licese. The 
I decision puts full authority in both 
;the home and federal government. 


A man in Fayette county was found 


gniltv of selling liquor without a li- 
cense. The State Supreme Court up- 
held the Lower Court and the case 
then went to the U. S. Supreme 
Court. 


The defendant claimed that the ap- 


plication of the Brooks law to his 
case, coming, after the adoption ot 
the Eighteenth Amendment, depriv- 
_ed him of his rights under the Fed- 
ieral Constitution. 
j His contention was that the State. 
[while it had a right to prosecute him 
{under the national prohibition laws. 
could not take action under the 
Bropfcs Jaw. 


In dismissing the appeal Justice 


Brandeis offered the following inter- 
pretation of the Brooks law: - 


"The Brooks law as construed by 


the highest court of the State pro- 
hibits every sa'e of spirituous liquor 
without a license, excepting qnly 
such sales as are made by druggists, 
and these are forbidden to sell in- 
toxicating liquors except o n pre- 
scription of a regular physician. The 
law applies however small the per- 
centage of alcohol, and although the 
alcohol is not intoxicating. It ap- 
plies to liquor sold solely for indus- 
trial uses. It does not purport to 
confer upon any one anywhere the 
right to a license, nor does it author- 
ize the sale of liquor in any city OT 
county having a special prohibitory 
law. 
"It merely grants to the appropri- 


ate officials, where such authority 
exists, discretion to give or to with- 
hold the license under the conditions 
prescribed. In case of an indictment 
for selline: without a license, a sale 
is presumed to be unlawful and the 
burden is on the defendant to shov? 
the authority o_n which he acted. It 
is thus primarily a prohibitory law, 
and its prohibitory featnres are not 
so dependent upon those respecting 
license as to be swept away by the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead act. 


"The State Court declared further 


that "the Brooks law still survives 
as Pennsylvania's o ne police-power 
method of officially listing and ade- 
qnatelv controlling the custornarv 
sr>urces of general supply and distri- 
bution, to the people within he- 
borders, of those kinds of liquors 
amone which intoxicating: beverages 
are usually found, and she may thus 
assist in prohibiting their illegal use 
as such.' We, of course, accept as 
controlling the construction eiven to 
statute bv the highest court ot the 
State. The question before us is 
whether so construed the statute vio- 
lates the Federal Constitution. 


"The Brooks law as thus constru- 


ed does not purport to authorize or 
sanction anything which the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment or the Volstead 
act prohibits and there is nothing_ in 
it which conflicts with any provision 
of either. It is merely an additional 
instrument which the State supplies 
in the effort to make prohibition ef- 
fective.""

Gettysburg Looked Over for Camp. 


Captain Davis, of the U. S. Array 


Air Service, •was a recent visitor to 
Gettysburg and was here to inspect 
the batleneld. and will recommend 
the selection of this as the site for 
the maneuvers of the United States 
Marine Corps in June. He estimated 
that about 4,000 Marines would take 
part, and that they would be in cainp 
for 10 days. One of the features of 
the military demonstration will be 
the co-operation of a fleet of air- 
planes, and it was found that the 
battlefield would provide fine land- 
ing places for them. 


The recommendation for Gettys- 


burg: will be made by Captain Davis 
to General Butler of the Air Service 
and General Lejeune of the Marine 
Corps, and an early announcement 
is expected of the selection of this 
place. Men will be detailed several 
weeks before the opening of the 
camp to make preliminary arrange- 
ments and communication by air 
would be established early with the 
station at Occoquan. Va, The main 
body of Marines would march to 
Gettysburg from Occoquan, starting 
late in May.

YORK ATTORNEY KILLED. 


Struck by Car as He Reached His 


Home. 


Ernest A. Armstrong, an attorney 


of York county, living- at Hallam. 
visited Gettysburg on Thursday of 
last week. He was accompanied by 
Assistant District Attorney Amos 
Herman. They were here to probate 
the will of Aaron Wolf, late of Ab- 
bottstown. an uncle of Mr. Arm- 
strong. The party returned to York 
in the evening. Going to 
Centre 


Square Mr. Armstrong changed to 
trolley for Hailain and reaching lat- 
ter place he stepped from car and 
•was struck by an automobile and in- 
stantly killed. 
He was struck di- 


rectly in front of the residence or 
his sister, Mrs. W. H. Wolf, with 
whom he lived. The auto was driven 
by H. A. Wisotzfcey., of York, and a 
native of Gettysburg, and manager 
of the Maple Press of York, who says 
he was blinded by tEe brilliant glare 
of the trolley headlight. An exami- 
nation of the body shows that the 
injuries which undoubtedly proved 
fatal instantly consisted of badly 
crushed skull, broken neck and nose, 
one eye almost torn from its socket 
and cheek-bone crushed, the right 
shoulder, right knee and lef hip were 
also fractured. 


Ernest A. Armstrong was a gradu- 


ate of Millersville State Normal 
School, and Gettysburg College. Fol- 
lowing graduation frojn. Gettysburg 
College he was instructor in mathe- 
matics at Millersville, after which he 
studied law under Attorney Joseph 
Strawbridge. 
He was admitted to 


the York county bar in 1904 and has 
been actively engaged in the practice 
since that time. He was aged 52 
years, II months and 27 days. He 
was a son of the late Dr. James A. 
and Mary Wolf Armstrong, and one 
sister survives him, Mrs. Mame Wolf, 
of Hallam, Interment was made on 
Monday in the family plot in the 
Abbottstown Lutheran Cemetery-
